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CHARLES FRANCIS’S VIEWS. 


What Mr. Adams Thinks of the Interstate 
Commission. 

NEW oa May 4.—The senate committee 
which is investigating the working of the inter- 
slate commerce law and the matter of Canadian 
roads doing businessin and with this country, bad 
before it this morning Charles Francis Adams, press 
aps of the Union Pacific road. Mr.. Adams 
thought the futerstate commerce law, in many 
cases, & cruel oue. Those who obeyed it lost by its 
operations, and those who evadd it 
profited, “I should like, however, to see 
it uuiveraally obeyed and given a fair trial,’’ he 
said. ‘and since January 1 I really believe that 
the law has been better obeyed than ever before. 
I know, for instance, that large shippers who here- 
tofore he ‘Ve practically dictated their own terms 
can do so no longer. The interstate commissioners, 
I think, are doing rood workand I am glad to see 
that they proc eed cautiously and deliberately. 

’Tois investigation, too, is going ahead as rapidly 
£8 possible, Publicity is a good remedy for many of 
the evils whieh we are seekihngio mitigate, and 
the greatest service the interssate commissioners 
cou'd do the railroads in general would be to prose- 
cule some of the offenders. Nothing would have a 
better effect on the sitnation. Since the first of 
this year, however, rates have been very well 
maintained.’’

The Interstate Commission, 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The interstate coni- 
merce Commission devoted its session today to hear- 
ing representatives of wesgern railroads, in the 
matter of mileage allowances on different classes of 
cars furnished by sbippers, car companles, individ» 
uals, or connecting lines, the manner of conduct» 
ing the business, etc. There were between forty 
and fitty railroad men present when the hearing 
was opened. The testimony today showed that 
railroad companies generally are paying mileage 
allowance of three quarters of a cent per 
mile on. all cars of connecting lines 
and on many cars furnished by _ shippers 
owning their own cars, It was also developed that 
for a sbort time back contracts have been entered 
into by anumber of western railroad companies 
with Armour & Co,., Swift & Co. anda few other 
shippers ot refri; verator cars by means of which a 
mileage allowance of one cent a mileis paid to 
those shippers and not to other ship} ers.

A STREET CAR RUN INTO BY A 
SWITCH ENGINE. 


SIX LADIES MANGLED TO DEATH. 


A Street Car Loaded With Passengers, 
While Crossing a Kailroad Track, is 
Struck By an Engine—Fatal Fesulte, 


KALAM AZ0O, Mich., May 8.—A shocking a¢ 
cident ocerirred ,Abont_.6:50 o’clock this even- 
ing at the West Mair street crossing of the 
Michigan Central railroad. "A street car con- 
taining seven ladies and two gentlemen was 
crossing the track, when a switch engine 
dashed down upon it from- the east at a high 
rate of speed, and, the driver being unable to 
get the car out of the way, the helpless passen- 
gers were hurled to a terrible death. 

It was but the work of a moment and the 
fearful catastrophe was over. The street car 
was carried almost to. Academy street, pieces 
flying in all directions and the human freight 
being 

MANGLED IN A FRIGHFUL MANNER. 

Those in the car were Mrs. Alex Haddock, 
Mrs. M. E. Wattes, Miss Gertrude Tillotson, 
Mrs. George Smiley, Mrs. Middleton, Mrs. 
Vanantwerp, Mrs. 8. A. Gibson, Mrs. Johna- 
than Barnes, Mr. L. C. Lull, Dr. Sutton. 

The first six were killed, two being found 
dead in a cattie guard, one in a creek near by, 
two on the track, and Mrs. Middleton 
died an hour later. She was 
thrown in the roadway. Mrs. Gib- 
son wasinjured inthe head and side, and 
Mrs. Barnes was bruised badly. The male 
passengers both escaped. The driver of the 
car escaped by jumping. The switch engine 
was running at a bigh rate of speed. The gates 
at the crossing where the accident occurred 
are not used between 5:30 and 6:58 p. m., the 

gate keeper going home at that time. This 
a tee probably deceived the driver of the 
street car, who was anew man, and probably 
supposed that the gates would, of course, be 
down if an engine was coming. 


A DARING ROBBERY. 
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And a Desperate Fight With the Scoun- 
drels. 

CoLorApo Sprinas, Colo., May 8.—The 
most daring robbery in the history of the 
country was perpetrated at Florissant Monday 
night about 8 o’clock. Frank Costello, post- 
master and storckeeper of that town, with his 
two clerks was getting ready to close the office 
when three men entered and covered the occu- 
pants with guns and said they wanted money. 
One of the clerks, named Putnam, began to 
parley with the robbers, when he was severely 
clubbed. Postmaster Costello,seeing the robbers 
had the drop on him, handed over $400. All 
the time the money was being counted the 
robbers kept the men covered with their Win- 
chesters. Putting the money in their pockets, 
the bold intruders backed to the door and eés- 
caped. 

Analarm was given and a party started in 
pursuit, The robbers were overtaken a short 
distance from the town, and fight ensued, in 
which one of the. pursuing party, William 
Brady, was shot and probably fatally wounded. 


The robbers succeeded in getting away and. 


réached the mountains. The deputy sheriff 
and a well armed posse started after them at 
an éarly hour yesterday morning, and over- 
hauling them, another fight ensued. The 
robbers were lodged behind a barricade of 
rocks, and after a terrible fight of half an 
hour one of the robbers was killed and another 
wounded, but the third still holds out, and. 
until his ammunition is exhausted, there is no 
prospect of his surrendering. Sheriff Jackson 
and posse left this city last night well armed 
for the scene of trouble, and it is probable the 
desperate villain will be obliged to surrender. 
The attacking party had three horses killed, 
but nobody was shot, though bullets fell like 
rain around them.

The representative of the White- 
field company, talking with a reporter of 
the Boston Herald, says that this step is 
taken because the company desires to avail 
itself of the immense advantages the south 
possesses for manufactures in the cheaper 
raw material, cotton, cheaper fuel, in the 
cheaper cost of living here; and the conse- 
qnentiy cheaper labor, and in the more 
favorable legislation, or, rather, the absence 
of labor legislation in the south- 

The new mill is to be located in South 
Carolina, although South Carolina offers 
no more favorable conditions for manufac- 
turing (lian Georgia; and the success of the 
movement will be so great that other com- 
panies will pull up their plants and come to 
the south. 

This will be the end of it, and when the 
end isreached it will be found that the 
whole country has reaped the benefit of the 
increased prosperity of the manufactories 
that have been brought here.

Mr. Chandler evidently desires to convey 
the impression that these dogs are real blood 
hounds, warranted to eata negro wherever 
they catch him; and yet he must know, as 
every sensible person knows, that the dogs 
are not blood hounds at all, but merely fox 
hounds trained to trail human beings. They 
are even more harmless than rat terriers, 
for rat terriers have been known to bite, 
while the hounds merely bay the fugitive 
when they come up with him. 

Is it any worse torun down fleeing crimi- 
nals with these harmless hounds than it is 
to pursue them with detectives? Why should 
one form of pursuit be right and the other 
wrong? 

And when it comes to talking about out- 
rages—when Mr. Chandler accuses the 
southern whites of robbing the negroes of 
their rights, he should bear in mind that he 
is one of the most notorious criminals of 
this stripe. Dy stealing the vote of Florida 
bye means of bribery and collusion, Mr. 
Chandler robbed the people of the whole 
country of their rights. We have the con 
fessions of the republican members of the 
Florida returning board. What has Mr. 
Chandler to gay in his behalf?

Moving to Town, 

From nearly every part of the country the 
repert comes that the farmers are moving 
to town. 

In Georgia there is a steady growth of 
the towns at the expense of the rural dis- 
tricts. The same is true of other southern 
states, and especially of the black belt. In 
New England the farmers are drifting to the 
towns and renting ouc their farms, or going 
west. But out west it is no better. Ac- 
cording to the Chicago Herald, over three 
hundred prosperous farmers in Sangamon 
county have rented out their farms and 
moved to Springfield. About as many 
farmers in Rock county, Wisconsin, have 
moved to Janesville. In nearly every 
county in the older western states the large 
farmers have cut Tip their farms and leased 
them totenants. It is believed that the 
coming census will show an increase of fifty 
percent in the number of tenantfarmers in 
the west. ! 

A correspondent of the Country Gentle- 
man says that twice before in the history of 
the world there was a. similar desertion of 
the country forthe towns. Just before the 
decline of the Roman empire the wealthy 
farmers flocked to. the cities. Before the 
French revolution the land owners deserted 
their estates and moved to Paris. The re- 

e moval of the owners of the soil from the 
country districts produced a bad effect: 
Agriculture ceased to advance, crops fell 
off, and commerce declined. Town and 
country people were divided into two dis- 
tinct classes, differing in wealth, culture. 
dress and appearance. The country was 
abandoned to aclass of tenants who cared 
nothing about progress aud civilization. 
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After a while clashing interests brought on 
’ 


civil strife and anew order of things. 

It isenot an encouraging sign to see 
this generation a repetition of a chapter of 
the calainitous history of the old world, 
One hundred years ago our Jeading men, 
our men of wealih and culture, were 
mearly all country gentlemen. Now, 
the members of the governing classes 
live in towns and cities, except in the 
south, Which still continues to send farm- 
ets to the legislature and to ceugress. But 
forthe south the farmers of te country 
would be almost unrepresented at Wash- 
ington. 

We must change the drift of things if we 


| would sec our people enjoy the fullest 


| measure of prosperity and happiness. This 
craze for town life is all wrong. If half of 
our ambitious young men who are living in 
a shabby genteel way in the professions 
| and in dry goods stores would put their 
brains and energy into farming our country 
| districts would soon become thickly settled, 
and, with well tilled farms, comfortable 
modern cottages and good roads, life outside 
of the towns would be in every way supe- 
rior to the mode of existence found within 
| the walls of our crowded cities. The towns 
do not need an influx of population from 
the country, but the country needs a lot of 
town people totake hold of the farms and 
produce something. We can get along 
without more lawyers and dry goods clerks, 
but we neod more farmers—we need their 
products, their healthy influence, and their 
aid in running the government.

A “Papist’’ Heard From. 

Mr. James A. Gray, in Monday's ConstiTU- 
TION, seeking to show why Voltaire’s ‘La Henria de 
should be used as a text-book in the public schools 
says thatin this book Voltaire “handled popery 
with gloves off.” It would oceur to the mind of 
any one not blinded with prejudice, that this is the 
best of reasons why it should not be used, Books 
which handle “‘popery,’”’ Methodism Judaism, Pres- 
byterianism, or ony other form of religious belief, of 
the tax payers who support the schoo’s, “with 
gloves off,” should have no place in the public 
school system of instruction. A book 
which, according to Dr. ye 
Miller, in the same number of THE 
CONSTITUTION, contains ‘the severest indictment of 
the Catholie religion which has ever been written,” 
ought not to be forced upon the children of Caibolic 
tax payers or taught to other children at the ex- 
pense of Catholic tax payers, 

The objection that Voltaire was a bitter and per- 
sistent enemy of Christianity and revealed religion 
in general, seems to be answered and palliated In 
the minds of Mr. Gray and others by the fact that 
he was the enemy of ‘’papists’’ in particular.

According to Mr. Gray, it is wrong to obs 
ject to Voltaire’s works on the ground that he was 
the enemy of religion; it is altogether right to 
object to Fleuery’s work on the ground 
that ‘Fleury wasa papist,’’ and there‘ore ‘hardly 
capable of writing an impartial chronicle of curs 
reyt events,”’ 

Aslam notlike Mr. Gray, the advocate of any 
particular book, I feelin no way interested in the 
retention of Fleury's history. If it is partial to 
Catholicism, or attacks Protestantism, of 18s In any 
sense offensive toany class of religionists, let it be 
excluded. But where is the justice in excluding 
a book because it is offensive to one class of relig- 
ionists, inorder to replace it witha book which is 
admittedly hostile to another class of religionists’ 

Why continue this agitation? With a literature 
to select from rich in works, to which no possible 
objection can be urged, what excuse can there be 
for holding tevaciously to any one book which 
may bo offensive to any ciass of our citizens?

What are known by the name of iron bricks 
have been satisfactorily introduced as paving mays 
terial in some paris ot Germany. These bricks are 
made by mixing equal parts of finely ground red 
argillaceous slate and finely ground clay, with 
the addition of five per centof ironore, The ine 
gredients thus mixed together are then moistened 
with a solution of twenty-five per cent of sulphate 
of iron, to which fine iron ore is added, until the 
mass shows a consistency of thirty-eight degrees, 
Baume.

The voterans’ home has been located at the 
Schultze farm, a half mile east of Grant park. 

The board of directors met yesterday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock in the chamber of commerce, 
and afte: a full disenssion of the matter came 
to this decision.

owned by the citp in Oakiand cemetery, and 

Wicreas, it is contidently believed that the adop- 
tion of said ordinance and the repeaiof he ordin- 
ance forbiiding the sale of lotein said cemetery 
for purposes of sepuicher, which was passed Nove 
ember lth, 184, after exhaustive investigation of 
the whole subject, hot done without due consider. 
@tion and witsoutatull knowledge of the disastrous 
consequences of buch action, and 

Whereas, in the judgment ot the board of health 
of the city of Atlauia, (he use of Oakiand cemetery 
asa place of burialis inimical to the health of the 
commanity, and 

Whereas, tne sanitary Interests of the city demand 
that interinents, within the city be discouraged, 
and, as iar as praciicabie, prohibited ; therelore, 
be it 

Resolved, That this board most solemnly protests, 
inthe naneof the people of Atlanta, against a 
revival of this jucstion, against the sile of lots, 
owned by the city, and agatust any other action 
which wi increase the annual number of 
intermenisin Oakland cemetery. 

Resolved, That his houor, the mayor, be requested 
to interpose his veto of this ordinance, in order that 
the question of reopening the cemetery and of iIn- 
Viting additional interments therein may be fully 
and thotoughly reviewed by the general council,

Preparations For the Gr andl Spectacie—W hat 
is Being Done. 

The most important spectacular event that 
ever occurred inihe south is advertised for May 
28th in Atlanta.

A city of 250,000 people—that is Louisville—is the 
sinaliest place at which this exhibition has been 
made, anda part of it was given at the Richmond 
exposition. Dut Atlanta will have the full and 
complete exhibition, employing over three hundred 
peopie in costumes When the performances are 
over in Atlanta the ee will Le taken down, packed 
aud opened at Manhatton beach for the summer— 
given there pre cisely as it was given in Atlanta, 
even to the slightest details. 

If our people comprehended the beanty and sub. 
limity of this spectacle the trains could not bring 
them to Atianta, and the groun ds at the park wouid 
not holdthem. It is by all odds theJmest majestic 
spectacle ever given in this country or in Europe.
